Allen-Buckley 
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Tax Reforms, Churches 


By DAVID POLING 
An essential and vital discussion be­ 
ing held by the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee is in the area of tax reform. Almost 
every special consideration that has been 
part of the tax regulations of our gov­ 
ernment is under scrutiny. This means 
the 27 per cent depletion allowance en­ 
joyed by the oil companies. It touches 
the high income brackets of multimillion­ 
aires who have found pleasant shelter in 
tax exempt municipal bonds as well as 
lavish write-offs in business expenses. It 
affects 
many 
so-called 
“ foundations” 
which really have been manipulated by 
families or individuals who created them. 
The loopholes are not being closed but 
sealed as well. 
But a closer look at the reform pro­ 
posals of the Long committee suggests 
a paralyzing crunch on a vast number 
of worth-while, even necessary, institu­ 
tions of our national life. 
A bill being considered would virtual­ 
ly abolish life income contracts and char­ 
itable remainder trusts for colleges, hos­ 
pitals, churches and other nonprofit or­ 
ganizations. In simple language, it means 
that a person would no longer have a tax 
incentive and a tax advantage to give 
securities, property or real estate in re­ 
turn for a life income contract. The in­ 
dividual now enjoys the option of sup­ 
porting the charity or church or college 
of his choice through the gift of property 
or securities that have appreciated over 
the years. The new provision would place 
a tax on the market value of a farm or 
home or stock. The donor would be sock­ 
ed with a whopping tax on the capital 
gain and the institution discovers that 
expected sources of income and dona­ 
tions have vanished. 
While it is true most of our charitable 
causes have attracted and cultivated a 
broad following, the largest chunk of 


money comes from a rather small minor­ 
ity. Take for an example, that church-re­ 
lated college in a neighboring commu­ 
nity. You don’t have to be a math major 
to realize that the tuition and fees charg­ 
ed each student are not enough to carry 
the costs of operating school. I doubt if 
the income from these charges could 
equal even half the operating expenses. 
The rest of the money comes from alum­ 
ni, friends, a few wealthy “ angels” and 
perhaps $25,000 from a national mission 
board or agency. And when you look 
closely at these outside sources, you will
